EPITOME OF THE WEEK. 


The Empress Dowager of China was born 68 
years ago on Saturday, the 28th inst.

A foolish article in Le Courrier d' Haiphong 
advances various reasons why the three provinces 
of Yunnan, K wangsi, and Kwangtung, must be 
regarded as the French sphere of influence in 
Southern China. 


The Japaneso Consul at Newchwang reports 
to his Government that the quarantine 
enforced there against veasels coming from 
Shanghai and ports in South China, inoludin g 
Hongkong, has now been abolished. 


It is stated in Chinese quarters in Shanghai 
that Hsianfu has been changed into’Changanfn, 
and that Feng Lin-fang has been promoted to 
be the sub-prefect of that fu. The reason given 
for this change is that the Empress-Dowager 
contemplates goiug to Hsian, 


A Tokyo despatch to the Osaka Asahi says 
that the Japanese authorities have estimated 
the strength of the Russian army at Port 
Arthur at 8,000 infantry, 1,200 artillery, 150 
cavalry, and 300 sappers, and about 4,400 other 
troops at various forts in the vicinity of the 
port, 


The P. and T. Times says:—“ When the 
Russians entered Moukden and turned the 
Tartar General and other officials out of their 
yamens, the Tartar General attempted to 
commit suicide by swallowing gold, but was 
restrained by his friends.” It was evidently 
not Russian gold. 


Lettors received ia Sheughai .rom Manchuria 
state that Chinese merchants and traders are 
leaving Moukden daily in large numbers, 
bound for Shantong and Chili, there being no 
doubt amongst the people of Manchuria that

A severe shock of earthquake was felt in 
Yokohama, on the 10th inst.; while the Japan 
Times mentions a report that on the northern 
side of the Imperial University the earth has 
never ceased trembling since last month. The 
existence of such a disturbance is tes-ifled to 
by the seismograph kept in the Imperial 
University. The cause is not yet known, and 
the people in the neighbourhood are greatly 
terrified, lest they should suddenly be entombed 
alive some fine morning, 


An extraordinary anonymous letter to the 
N.-C. Daily News from Singapore says that, as 
China’s Manchu Government hae sent assassins 
to Hongkong and other places to kill Chines 
reformers, the reformers in their turn have self 
assa to Peking to remove the Empreé 
Dowager and her Manchu advisers, and various 
high provincial officials, “bat not the Emperor 
Kwang Hsu, who takes the reformers’ part.” 
Further, while the Manchu Government has 
devoted $140,000 to the removal of reformers, 
the latter have set aside $250,000 for the removal 
of their enemies, Our Shanghai contempo. 
rightly does not attach much importance to the 
letter. 


The Japdn Mail writes :—If Russia have any 
honest intention of averting the calamity of 
war, it is time that she spoke definitely. She” 
is playing with'fire at present, and although 
she thinks perhaps that to extinguish the flames 
speedily if they break ont is within the compass 
of her great power, we give her Emperor the 
oredit of being a peace- lover and we believe that 
many of her wisest patriots have no desire to 
force Japan’s hand. The whole reaponsibility 
rests ith her, and her perpetual procrastination 
is creating a situation intolerable -to all nationals 
in the Far Hast.

BLAKE FROM HONGKONG.

To-day Hongkong} bids farewell to H.E. 
Sir Henry A. Bua ,G.C.M.G., who, after 
governing the Colony for the period of five 
years, all but four days, now goesto Colombo 
to administer the gpvernment of the ost 
important Crown (Colony in the British 
Empire. It is a fact well recognised that 
Hongkong is a Colony which calls for the 
highest administrative ability on the part 
of those entrusted by the Crown with tem- 
porary rule over it. [There are circumstances 
in the situation of Hougkong which make 
it unique among the colonial possessions of 
Great Britain, and; that these render tlie 
position of its Goveruor particularly hard 
it is'unnecessary to insist. Therefore it 
must; be remembered that, however often it 
has been necessary in the past few years to 
criticise and condemn the attitude of the 
Government and its head, it is not because 
the difficulties of the case hive been over- 
looked. To use a conventional phrase, 
but in the circumstances a true one, honest 
differences of opiuion have been felt; and 
all comment arising therefrom has been 
consdientious, There has been only one 
really serious ground for dissension between 
the head of the Government and the mass 
of the European community, and that is 
with|regard to the Chinese question. We 
have! never been among those who have 


= 


advocated a sternly repressive attitude to- 


ward the lower-class Chinese (for it is 
regarding this class that the chief difficuties 
have| arisen); but, in common alikewith the 
European residents of this Colony and, it 
must algo in fairness be added, with the 
respectable Chinese community, we have 
held} that the policy of undue leniency 
has tended to promote licence, and is there- 
fore its own condemnation. If the Govern- 
ment is to show auy prejudice, it should be 
in favour only of the law-abiding, irrespec- 
tive iof nationality It has often seemed 
during the late rulg tiat this has not suf- 
ficiently been the |case. We must agree 
with’ what His Exeelleucy said on Thurs- 
day, that our sense| of responsibility and of 
justice compels us go to dea! with the Chi- 
nese with whom wa come into contact as to 
satisfy them that jn Hongkong they will 
find ja Government fair and just; but no 
Government can properly be considered 
perfectly fair that does not afford adequate 
security for propertly as well as life. Still, 
in justice. to Sir Henry Buaxg, it must be 
said| that he has pot always got. the credit 
due to him for such measures of discipline 
as have been properly carried out. With 
regard to the deportation of undesirable 
characters, he has heen strongly in favour of 
the protection of the Colony by such mea- 
sureg, and, we believe, the idea of transmit- 
ting|to their nativd villages the names and 
offeuces of bad charecters who get into 


’ trouble again after] having once bean in the 


stocks originated with him. Unfortunately 
the policy has not been consistent, and, with 
the usual ill-haps of fame, the mistakes nre 


, remembered rather |than the successes, which 


indeed bave been seldom attributed to’ their 
real'author. : 

It is pleasanter|to turn to the striking 
features.,.which have marked the term of 
office of Sir Henely Buaxe in Hongkong. 
The period has beep stirring in its record of 
progress, if also in its misfortunes of typhoon, 
pestilence, and drought. The increase of 
our territory from|thirty-two square miles 
to about four hundyed forms alone a reraark- 
able chapter; and|that’this great addition 
was made with so Jittle woudl as there was, 
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and that peace has reigned in the New Ter- 
titory ever since, are in thetmselves notable, 
There have been points, in the organising 
administration of this territory which have 
called for censure—in its early days at least ; 
but now, if the Colony can out get the 
hoped-for communication by rail with 
Canton, there is every prospect of a noble 
future for our possession on the mainland 
of Kwangtung. Hongkong itself, on the 
Island, bas grown during the five years 
almost beyond recognition, and, by a scheine 
initiated during Sir Henry Buake's rule, 
and with his warm approval, promises to 
grow far more still when the new Praya 
reclaination plan, made public in 1901, 
becomes a fact. But, building-space on the 
Island having increased only slightly, the 
growth in size has not kept pace with the 
growth in population, with the excess of 
which has come a host of attendant evils. tlie 
chief of which are greater overcrowding, 
permanence of the plague scourge, and a 
marked inadequacy of the water-supply. 
Under the late yovernment, vigorous at- 
teinpts have been made to cope with these gzcat 
blots on the Colony. In certain respects 
we may think that His Excellency has not 
been firm enough; but at least it cannot be 
said that he has not devoted anxious thought 
and numberless hours to the consideration 
of the problems involved. In the p'ague 
question, particularly, he has thrown him- 
self heart and soul into the strujyle and 
has studied it, as a layman, as no man else 
in Hongkong. We have not subdued plasue 
here, but at least we have put an end to 
panic, and we treat it on more scientific lines 
than before. - It is fully understool now 
that air and light are wanted in the homes 
of the poor, and there is a prospect of the 
Colony s ine day profiting by the measures 
which have b:en brought forward during 
the past year or so., There is the new 
Trust, the formation df which it has been 
decided to recommend (and this is the most 
uotable point in the Governor's speech on 
Thursday), at whos: disposal funds will be 
placed for the purpose of remodelling this 
city of ours. Sir Henry Brake estiinated 
twenty yeurs as the period within which, at 
a moderate cost to the Colony, the necessary 
improvement of Victoria should be carried 
out. The time seems long, but we have 
many years of improvidence and sanitary 
carelessness to repair. The question of 
water-supply is almost equally important, 
and, though Sir Henry Biake has acted 
agaiust the wishes of a very strong section 
of the community in listening to the Chinese 
agitation for rider-mains, there is at least 
expert opinion to be quoted to the effect that 
water-famines are now remoter from us than 
before. If the ‘Cytamtuk reservoir is 
successfully carried out, we shat! at 
least be able to meet present requirements 
In the meantime Kowloon at lest has 
baen provided with an ample supply of 
water. 

It would be tiresome to enumerate all 
the public measures which have been passed 
since November, 1898, and it would not of 
course give a correct view of Sir Henry 
BLAKE'S pers nal share in the direction of 
this Colony. There have been times when 
he has opposed the Colony's wishes, as in 
the water question mentioned above; there 
have been others when he has bazked them 
up with all his power, if unsuccessfully as in 
that of the removal of the Naval Yard from 


its pr-sent site; and there have been times 
when be has led the Colony, as in certain 


matters connectel with plague sanitation. 


As we have said, the. most unfortunate 
aspect of his rule, in the general estimatiun 


of local residents, is his mistaken policy to- 
ward cerlain sections of the Chinese.

the disfavour attaching to him therefrom 
he has guffered not a little, too much indeed, 
in public opinion. But in bidding good- 
bye to him to-day Hongkong can at least 
do so in a spirit of esteem for his personal 
character and fr that sympathy with most 
varied forms of sport which he has always 
shown, both in theory and in practice. For 
th: man there is nothing but good-will on 
this occasion of his departure from Hong- 
kong; for the Governor there is at least 
respect for the courage he has had of his 
convictions, even if tempered by regret at 
some of them. In his new home, all Hong- 
kong will join in wishing success and 
prosperity to him and to Lady Blake, who 
has for five years presided over Government 
House-and administered the hospitality 
thereof. 


THE KOWLOON-CANTON 
RAILWAY.

(Daily Press, 25th November.) 

We are unfeignedly glad that His Ex- 
cellency Sir Henry Brake, when bidding 
farewell to the community in the City Hall 
on Saturday, made special reference to what 
should be generally regarded as the burning 
question of the hour in this Colony. Our 
late Governor was deeply. impressed with 
the supreme importance toHougkong of the 
railway question. He said—and we make 
no apology for repeating his wordsin full:— 
‘But, great as is the importance of the 
“structural improvement of Hongkong 
‘there is a matter of greater and more 
“pressing moment that I wish to .bring 
“ forcibly before you in these last moments 
“before I leave your shores. That is, the 
“ pressing necessity of utilising the British 
“concession that has been granted for a 
“railway from Canton to the borders of our 
“territory. That concession has been 
“ granted toa British syndicate, and it is 
‘their duty to utilise it and supply the 
“natural seaport terminus to the great ar- 
“terial line to Hankow, lest possible ok 
“ ments be sought inimical to the interests o 
“Hongkong, We have not built up our 
“Empire by being laggards in the race for 
“ develbpments necessary for the expansion 
“of the trade of the world, and ‘letting I 
“dare not wait upon I would’ has never 
“conquered a position nor retained it for 
“either men or nations.” These words, 
ultered with unusual solemnity, as a farewell 
warning to the citizens of Hougkong, are 
pregnant with meaning, and should be con- 
stantly and actively borne in mind. They 
must rot be dismissed as merely part of a 
valedictory speech ; they ars w fateful and 
timely reminder of the golden opportunity, 
now within our reach, but which, if neglected, 
tay prove the mos! disastrous omission in 
the history of the Colony. 

The project of a rainway to connect the 
Kowloon peninsula with the city of Canton 
is now quite an old one. It was frst seri- 
ously talked about some sixteen yeurs ago, 
and a Chinese syndicate was two or three 
years later, in 1889 (if we remember nright), 
formed to obtaiu the concession for its con- 
struction.

the Legislative Council“yesterday, reveals 
much that it is very necessary to know, if, 
as iSr Hexey Brake said in his farewell 
speech to the Council, our hopes for the 
stability of the Colony in the futher are to 
rest upon the education of the minds and 
character of the people. The great majority 
of the thousand boys ut Queen’s College are 
Chinese, with a number of Portuguese, In- 
dians, and Eurasians, and a very few Eng- 
lish. It is plain, therefore, that Queen’s 
College is an important instrument in de- 
termining this education of mind and 
character. This year a new method in con- 
ducting the examination was adopted by 
Messrs. A. M. Tuoomson, FE. A. Invine 
(Inspector of Schools), and S. B. C. Ross. 
The former attempts to draw up the school 
in a graduated order of merit were aban- 
doned, and the examiners set themselves to 
enquire whether the work of the school is 
laid upon the soundest possible lines. The

examination has. hitherto been limited to 


the Upper School; but the examiners this 
Yeay very truly remark that if it comes toa 
ch ¢.ce between inspecting the Upper and 
Lower Schools, the latter (which is staffed 
by Chinese masters, principally, the lerst 
experienced taking the lowest classes) can 
less safely be neglected. The inspection 
lasted about a fortnight, and included the 
examination of individual boys, the inspec- 
tion of note-books, and « study of the 
masters’ methods. The verdict of‘ the 
examiners can hardly be regarded with 
much satisfction, either by the Queen’s 
College authorities or by thé Colony ganer- 
ally. But it is eminently one which 
requires to be heard. My. Ievine, in for. 
warding the report, on behalf of the Govern- 
ing Body of Queon’s College,’ to the Colonial 
Secretary, says that it appears to that body 
that the teaching at the College should be 
80 organised that a boy who has succeeded 
in reaching the upper ne “ought with 
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reasonable diligence and ability to have 
_ acquired a fair knowledge of Chinese, a 
f. reasonably good knowledge of English, as it 
~ is spoken and written and printed. and 

ought to be able, with considerable facility. 
to translate from one ldnguage to the other.” 
The ¢xaminers did not find any attempt 
y teach the boys to do the talking of 
ial English until the higher classes 
were reached. In Classes VII. to IV., the 
ho had presumably been studying from 
two to five years showed by no means a 
sufficiently rapid improvement. Except in 
C I. and IT. there was little attempt at 
ing, while in the Lower School there, 
general unwillingness to attempt to 
say anything—nd doubt partly due to 
nervousness, as the examiners say. The 
Lower. School masters are mostly Chinese, 
and they employ Chinese, not English, io 
giving directions to their pupils. Turning 
to composition (including handwriting 
spelling, and dictation), we find the examin- 
ers’ yerdict on Clasg I. to be that some 
excellent work done |at the top is counter- 
balanced by the performances of boys who 
should, apparently, have hardly reached the 
Upper School at all, much less the top class. 
In Claas II., out of 91] boys, it was estimated 
that 12 corresponded With Standard VII. in 
a Board School, 21 with Standard VI., 25 
with V., 19 with 1V.,and l4with IM. The 
“tail” was again feeble. On the other 
hand, in the Lower Sehool writing, spelling, 
and dictation were, jun the whole, good. 
Reading seems to haye been unintelligently 
done, there being too much memorising 
to- which Chiaese |boys are only too 
prong. The examiners found the read- 
ing-books unsuitable (in which decision 
we cordially agree with them), and say that 
reading-books suited|to local needs are bad- 
ly wanted. In geography and history, the 
mer@ memory again seems to have been too 
much relied on. {hq result of this is as bad 
herejas it is at homé. As for translation, 
in the opinion of tha examiners “there is 
no boy in the school{at present who cvuld 
mike a tianslation of a despatch or petition 
from Chivese to English which could be 
accepted without very careful checking.” 
Moreover, “a Chipeze boy who enters 
Queen’s College, knowing nothing of his 
own} written langudge, is not likely to 
learn any, while the/boy who enters know- 
ing something abouf|it is, under the present 
system, extremely likely to forget what he 
already knows’, A fairly severe indictment 
it must be admitted!| Mathematics showed 
better results, but ihe examiners ask fur 
“ smartness as well jas accuracy.” Finally, 
under the heading off “ Discipline and Or- 


ganigation,” the repprt states that, except 
in the matter of pro

THE SANITARY BOARD'S 
CONSTITUTION. 


——__—_—_

On Thurday last, the 19th instant, the 
first reading was got through of the import- 
ant bill known as the Ordinance to amend 
the Public Health and Buildings Ordinance, 
1903. We wish to draw attention to a very 
noteworthy- point in the amended ordinance ; 
which, though it makes a vital alteration in 
the constitution of the Sanitary Board, has 
excited so far no public comment. In Or. 
dinance No. 1 of 1903, section 8 reads as 
follows: —‘‘ The Sanitary Board shall consist 
‘the Director of Public Works, the Re- 
“ gistrar-General, the Captain Supcrinten- 
“dent of Police, and the Principal Civil 
* Medical Officer, and not more than six 
‘additional members, four of whom (two 
“being Chinese) shall be appointed by the 
‘Governor and two elected by such rate- 
“ payers as are included in the Special and 
“Common Jury Lists, acd also by such 
“ratepaydrs as are exempt from serving on 
‘juries on account of their professional avo- 
“ations. Non-official members of the Board 
“ shall hold office for three years.” The 
amending ordinance reprals this section 
and puts in its stead the following: — 
“The Sanitary Board shall consist of the 
“ Principal Civil Medical Officer (who shall 
“ ex-officio be’ President of the Board), the 
“Director of Public Works, the Registrar- 
“General, the Captain Superinteudent of 
“Police, the Medical Officer of Health, and 
“not more than six additional members, 
“four of whom,” ete, us in the old 
ordinance. We have italicised the words 
“ Medical Officer of Health,” this Leing 
the point to which we desire to call atten- 
tion. Ip will be seea that one additional 
official member has been put on the Board, 
making it now include five official and not 
more than six other members. This change 

still further reduces the very small electiva 
and popular proportion in the constitution 
of the Sanitary Board. Two-elevenths is 
the amount of representation to be accorded 
to the ratepayers in future, surely a ridi- 
culously small share. One-fifth, as before, 
is niggardly enoigh, but the ratepiyers 
have been perforce obliged to rust content 
with this amount of voice in the government 
of a Colony in which they are so important 
a patt. The reduction of the proportion of 
representation should not be allowed to pass 
without chullenge. If the possession of a 
share in the sanitary control of Hongkong 
is worth anything to us (and who can doubt 
that it is?), it is not right that the Govern- 
ment should cut away from this share by 
increasing the official representation without 
any increase of the non-official side. As the 
Board is constituted by the new bill, there 
might be little chance of the only two elected 
members duing much against five official 
and four Gvvernment nomiunee:, were a 

uestion to arise that the Government 
wished settled against the desire, of the 
rate-paying community. 

There is another sentence at the end of 
Section 8 of the amending ordinance, after 
the words “shall hold office for three years.” 


AMOY’S TRADE IN 7902.

Mr. Cousul Havssee’s report on the 


behind those on the neighbouring ports, in 
point of time. It was at the end of August 
and beginning of September that we con- 
sidered the reports on Swatow and Foochow. 
Neither of those reports indicated a very 
good state of affairs along -the coast, 
Swatow, it is true, managed to keep fifth 
place among treaty ports, but did not by 
any means keep pace with the growth of 
the four leaders; at Foochow the prospect 
wns quite gloomy. It cannot be said that 
Amoy’s position was satisfactory either. In 
sterling there was an increase in the total 
value of trade from £2,177,186 in 1901 to 
£2,231,041 in 1902 ; but Mr, HavsseERr says 
that voch imports and experts generally 
showed a falling-off, and the apparent 
increase was inore than made up by the 
increased importation of rice and opium, 
which together accounted for an additional 
import value of £360,219. A drought, 
accompanied by a@ bad carly rice-harvest, 
visitations of plague and cholera in che 
neigh ourhood of the port, increased 
taxation, general lawlessness iu the province, 


render the year unpropitious to business 
men, few of whom made money in 1902, 
Turning to detailed figures, we find that the 
value of the direct trade of Amoy with 
foreign countries, including re-exports 
£550,035, was £2,579.612, of which the 
British share (almost entirely through 
Horgkong and Singupore) was £1,286,131, 
With Hongkong alone, exports amounted 
to £17,844 ogninst the £17,831 of 1901, 
an'l imports to only £177,722 against 
the £1,035,711 0f 1901. Hongkong benefited 
by the increase in the importation of 
opium, being able to unload the large 
stock of Persian drug here at the begin- 
ning of the year. 
morphia import was marked, and Mr. 
Hausszr remarks that the practice of 
Hand i injection appears to Le increasing- 
ly cochmon among the coolie class. Exports 
of native produce were trifling, due to the 
general poverty of Fuhkien province and 
the lack of proper means of communication. 
Cost of carriage is prohibitive, and the 
export trade is confined to 1 small area near 
Amyy itself. The local tea trade was quite 
extinct in 1902, as farns foreigners were 
concerned, though a British firm was 
making an attempt (of which, it will be 
remembered, we have heard something here) 
to revive it.

Passing over the transit trade, which was 
comparatively insignificant, we turn to what 
Mr, |Havussez says about emigration. 
102,616 passengers left Amoy in 1902, of 
whom 76,896 were emigrants to the Straits, 
Passage rates were lower than in 1901, but 
the charterers on the Singapore and Penang 
line did well all the same. Small success 
attended the attempt to induce Chinese (o 
emigrate with their families direct from 
Amoy to British North Borneo. Terms 
wore ber but failed to altract, and the 
Chinese authorities gave no encouragement- 


The total tonnage df shipping entered and 
cleared was 1,983, 759 tons in 1902, against 
1,801, 457 iu 1901. ‘The British share was 
1,056 vessels entered and cleared, with a 
tonnage of 1,321, 112 tons. The only seri- 
ous competitor of British shipping was the 
Japamese, with 440 steamers and sailing 
vessels, 380,415 tons slight reduction since 
1901, Of the total value of the foreign and 
coast trade, roughly 64 per cent. was carried 
in British vessels, 20; per cent. by Japanese, 
4 per cent. by Chinese, and 4 per cent. by 
German vessels, the} balance being divided 
anong the vessels of/five other nationalities.

Sir W. M. GoopMAN said:—Your Excellency, 
I have been entrusted with the pleasant duty of 
presenting to Your Excellency an address 
which the membersof the Civil Service of this Co- 
lony desire to offer to you on the occasion of your 
approaching departure from Hongkonz. Before 
reading that address I should like. in a very 
few, simple-spoke1 words, to assure Your Excal- 
lency how sincerely we regret that you are 
leaving us. Those of us who have had the pri- 
vilege of meeting you frequently in connection 
with your public and social duties feel that we 
are losing, not oaly an able Governor, hat also, 
if (may presume to sty so, a wise and sym- 
pathetic friend. Auy member of the Service 
who may have had vuccasion to approach 
you in any difficulty or perplexity could always 
feel sure of a courteous reception and a kindly 
and patient hearing We could always feel 
sure that he would rec ive wise counsel or direc- 
tions from a chief wifo would go fully into the 
matter, and who was never anxious to save 
himself trouble or to shirk the responsibility 
of a decision. Earnest and thorough as your 
work has been, it has not diminished the 
kiudliness of your heart, the warmth and 
geniality of your hospitality, or the keenness 
of the interest you have always taken in all 
that conducesa to the welfare and well-being 
of the Civil Servants in this Colony. I can, 
therefore, assure Your Excellency that the 
document which I am about to read is no 
merely formal address, but one which ex- 
presses, however inadequately, the actual senti- 
ments of those who have signed it, and 
who have had the advantage of serving under 
you during the period of your administra- 
tion here in Hongkong, This document is 
tigned by more than two hundred and fifty 
members of the Civil Service, and it is enclosed 
in a blackwood cover which has been 
specially carved for the occasion, and which 
we hope, will remind you of Hongkong. Black- 
wood isa durable material, bat I venture to 
predict that it will not outlast the esteem in 
which Your Excellency’s memory will be held 
by those on whose behalf I am now speaking 
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and in whose name I will! now proceed to read 

the address. (Applause.) 

To His Excetrency Siz Henry ARTHUR 
Buake, G.C.MiG, GoverNor AND Com- 
MANDER-IN-CHIEF UF THE COLONY OF 
HONGKONG AND ITS DEPBNDENOIES, AND 
Vicg-ADMIRAL OF THE SAME. 

May it please Your Excellency,—Bofore 
Your Excellency leaves this Colony to take 
up the important appointment which His 
Majeaty the King has been pleased to confer 
upon ‘you, it is the desire of those who have 
served under you in wougeoe to express 
their regret at the prospec of your early 
departure, and the high respect and admira- 
tion which they have learned to feel for Your 
Excellency. 4 

All sections of the commnnity must be aware 
that since your arrival in this Colony in 
1898, you have never spared yourself in 
labouring for its welfare, but none can know 
this so well as those who have had the 
privilege of working under your dircotion. 

The period of your administration has been 
& momentous one in tho history of the Colony, 
and has had its special ‘difficulties and 
auoxietics.

abours of the Government, we have all been 
cheered and encouraged by the knowled 
that the highest example of hard work, 
eaergy, and enthusiasm has been shown us by 
Your Excellency; and at the same time wa 
desire gratefully to acknowledge the courtesy, 
consideration, and sympathy which you, 
as head of the Civil Service, have invariably 
extended to all its members. 

The Crown has already recognised Your 
Excellenoy's administrative abilities by con- 
ferriag upon you the highest 7 ag ner 
io several’ of the colonies of the Empire, 
In your administration of the Bahamas, 
Newfoundland and Jamuica, and here again in 
Hongkong, your Excellency has proved that 
the Royal choice could have fallen oa none 
worthier or better fitted to carry on the high 
traditions of British justice, integrity, im- 
partiality and earnestness which, no less than 
in the mothur-country, areso aie cherished 
in the King’s Dominions beyond the Seas. 

The experience gainad by your Excellency 
during so long a period and in so many 
Colonies has added yéar by year to. the value 
of your services. It was therefore with great 
satisfac‘ion that we, the Civil Servants in this 
Colony, learned that His Majesty had selected 
you to be Governor of the Colony of Ceylon, 
one of the fairest as it is one of the most 
important of all His Majesty's possessions. 

We feel confident that your Excallenoy's 
term of administration 1n Ceylon will be ac- 
companied by the uniform sucouss which bas 
attended your administration of four other 
Colonies; and the Civil Servics of Hongkong, 
while regretfully taking leave of a Head for 
whom it has the highest regard, congratulates 
the sister-service in Caylon on its acquisition 
of so capable, just, and considerate-a Governor.

HONGKONG'S FAREWELL. 

After five years of administration of the 

government of Hongkong, His Exce'lency Sir 


lfenry A, Blake, G.C.M.G., departed on the 21s! 
inst. to take up the Governorship of Ceylon. 
The farewe'l groeting that he got from the 
community of the Colony was such as to leave a 
lasting memory in His Excel ency’s mind of the 
feelings of respect and affection with which ho 
is regarded by the people of this Colony. 
Unfortunately the weather was not auspicious, 
for it rained steadily all day long and the 
streets were ankle-deep in mud. cir lenry 
was accompanied by Lady Blake and 
Sir John Keane, A.D.C. The party left 
Government House shortly after eleven o clock, 
in chairs, and proceeded to. the City Hall where 
a large assembly of the citizens had met to 
present His Excellency with a farewell address, 
Afterwards they proceeded to Blake Pier and 
went by launch out to the l’. & O. 8s. Malia 
by which they are to journey to Ceylon. 
ADDRESS AT THE CITY HALL. 

For the occasion 8. Andrew's Hall had been 
decorated with palm, ferns and flowers under 
the superintendence of Mr. W. J. Tutcher of 
the Botanical aud Afforestation Department. 
A raised platform was placed at the upper end. 
The Governor's party rode from Government 
House to the hall by way cf Albert Road past 
the Government offices into and down Garden 
Road andiacross Queen's oad. The routo was 
lined by the Indian soldiers of the 110th Mah- 
rattas and 93rd Burmas. On arrival at the hall 
His Excellency, accompanied by Lady Blake 
and Sir John Keane, took up his the central 
position on the dais, the assembly standing up 
meanwhile. When seats had been resumed 
His Honour the Chief Justice Sir William 
Goodman, wearing his robes, entered by 
the side door. accompanied by the unofficial 
members of the Legislative Council and the 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce as

We have met here this morning to present 
to your Excellency an eddress from the people 
of t!is Colony expressing, now that yon are 
about {o leave us, their appreciation of your 
work here as Governor and their hedrty good 
wishes for your success and well-being in the 
future. I feel ita great honour to hare been 
specially asked to act on this occasion for those 
who have signed that address, representing, 
as they do, not only the British rosidents but 
also the various nationalities which go to 
make up the general community of Hongkong; 
and in their name, I will now ask your 
Excellency’s permission to read that address. 
and then to add a few words of my own. 

Sir Witiram then read the following 
address :+ : 


To Hrs ExceLueNcy Siz Henry ARTHUR 
Buake, G.C.M.G., GOVERNOR AND Com- 
MANDER-IN-CHIEF OF THE COLONY OF 
HONGKONG AND ITS DEPENDENCIES AND 
Vicr-ADMIRAL OF THE SAME. 


Your Excellency,—We the undersigned 
residents of Hongkong, on the eve of your 
departure to take up the important post His 
Majesty has been graciously pleased to confer 
upon you, desire to express our appreciation 
of the valuable services rendered to this Colony 
daring your Excellency's term of office here. 

The administration of a Crown Colony ata 
distance of more than ten thousand miles from 
the mother country cannot, ev n in ordinary 
times, prove an easy task. We realise that 
the difficulties altendant upon a peaceful and 
successful government of this Colony were 
increased during (he earlier period of your 
Excellency’s tenure of office by the disastrous 
outbreak in the neighbouring Empire, and we 
are glad to think that at this critical period 
the government of the Colony was in your 
able hands. 

It is impossible in the brief space afforded 
us by an address to go into dotail as to the 
various phases of your Enxcellency's 
administration, bat we would specially refer 
to a faw of the more important. 


Daring your term of office the boundaries 
of the Colony have been extended from 27 
square miles to 4U0 square miles, an increase 
which naturally adds largely to the work of 
administration, and we rejoice to feel that the 
disturbances and resistance met with in taking 
over tho New ‘erritory were promptly and 
decisively ov.rcome, and that the population 
have since maintained a peaceful and content- 
ed attitude, indicating the satisfaction they 
fea] with the system of Government it has 
fallen upon your Excellency to introduce and 
admivister for the last five years. 

‘The projects for the erection of various 
urgently needed public buildings, notably the 
new Post Office, have been acoelerated 
throngh your Excellency’s personal en- 
deavours. 

Among other questions which have engaged 
your Excellency's attention has been the 
extending of the road-system of the Colony, 
and in particalar the opening-up of the New 
Territory by the construction of tho main 
‘Taipo Road. : 

The proposed Praya Hast Reclamation 
Scheme, the immense importance of which 
your Excellency was prompt to recognise, 
and strongly advocated, has up to the present 
been found impossible of execution owing to 
difficulties with certain of the authorities in 
England, but we trust that your efforts to 
secure this desired expansion of the city will 
ultimately be crowned with success, 

The burning question of the site for the 
Naval Dock Yard has been dealt with so 
recently that is unnecessary here to go into 
details, but the protest made by the Colony 
against the Admiralty scheme was warmly 
supported by your Excellency, who fully 
recognised the injury it would entail upon 
the City of Victoria. In this connection we 
can assure you that the earnest endeavours 
made by your Excellency to induce the Naval 
‘Authorities to reconsider their adverse 
decision, and thus secure for the city an 

unbroken sea-front and its legitimate ex- 
pansion will be gratefully remem red. 
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| The Inst and mbat important act of your 
Excellency's administration in this Colony 
has been the founding of the Hongkong 
Improvement Trpst, which we are con- 
vinced will have! far reaching effects and 
will confer upon the Colony incalculable 
benefits which will last so long as Hongkong 
continues to be @ centre fr trade in the 
Far East. 
‘ It is, however, when we consider the 
health of the Colohy, on which our prosperity 
80 vitally depends,|that the debt of gratitude 
which we owe to| your Excellency becomes 
most manifest. F

lenoy’s devotion in dealing with the grave 
question of the | periodical outbreaks of 
bubonic plague in the Colony, which have 
for so many yoals hampered our trade and 
checked our progress. 
_ The self-imposed task carried out by your 
Excellency last summer in dealing with the 
plague in sectionhl blocks and your efforts 
to promote habits of personal cleanliness 
among the poorer classes of the Chinese 
would alone suffica to render the Colony your 
lasting debtor, | 
. Weare further indebted to your Excellency 
for your constant support of the efforts made 
to secure the effective opening of the West 
River, and for ths privilege accorded of an 
additional number’ of ports of call, resulting 
in a large increasa to the traffic and a corre- 
Sponding advantage to the trade of :‘ongkong. 
| The warm interest ‘exhibited by your 
Excelleuoy in the important subject of 
education has been much appreciated in view 
of the increase in the juvenile population, for 
whom provision has had to be made in order 
that they msy bo thoroughly equipped for the 
battle of life, which here. as elsewhere, grows 
yearly more strenuous. 
| The encouragement which you have given 
to all healthy out-door sports and pastimes, 
in so many of which you actively partici- 
pate, has been most valuable as an example 
of the benefit to be derived from physical 
exercise and recreation in an enervating 
climate. 
| In taking leave of your Excellency it is 
satisfactory to know that, when you leave 
heso shores, your, ripe experience will still be 
\tilised in the service of the Empire, and 
we cordially wish you all success in your new 
Sphere of labour. We also trust that, when 
he time arrives for you to lay down the cares 
and burdens of the public service, both your 
Excellency and Lady Blake will long enjoy in 
your native land the leisured ease you lave so 
ell earned, and that good health and hap- 
piness will always attend you.

The present will have become 
the past. and the five years of your administra- 
tion of the Colony will be to you a matter of 
recollection only, The years and months pass 
rapidly but, as the Roman epigrammatic poet 
wrote, nineteen hundred years ago. “ Pereunt 
et imputantur.” ‘hey are placed to our account, 
and { venture to think that, in the retrospeot, 
your Excellency will have abundant cause Zor 
sa‘isfaction in the work that has been accom- 
plished during your period of office here. 
A former Governor of this Colony, in replying 
to an address, once said, “The only reward 
a Governor can look to is the approbation 
of his Sovereign, the confidence of the 
colonists, and the succese of those measures 
which he has put forward in the belief 
that they will be bene%cial to the welfare and 
stability of the Colony in which his lot has been 
cast.” The important appointment which His 
Majesty has conferred upon you shows that 
you have gained the Royal approbation. The 
address which I have read demonstrates the 
feeling of the Colonists towards you; and a 
consideration of even the 
Orde-s in Council for the last five years cannot 
fuil to impress any impartial person who, like 
myself, is famiiar with their result, with the 
conclusion that on the whole thay have been 
most beneficial and useful. In whatever direc- 
tiou we look we see signs of progress aud im- 
provement. lf we look towards the harbour, 
we see the near completion of that splendid 
work the Praya Reclamation, and if we look 
farther northward, across the harbour, we see 
a vast increase of territory rescued from 
comparative lawlessness, pierced by an excellent 
r ad, efficientty policed, and destined in the 
future to form no unimportant portion of this 
growing and energetic Colony. If we look 
southward toward the Hill district, wo find not 
only new roads, new and handsome houses, but 
new hospitals, completed or being built, in which 
I trust, much suffering will be relieved, and 
many convalescents will be restored to health 
and strength. If we look towards the east, we 
will find a foreshore and land now covered by 
the sea, but hereafter destined, when the grand 
Eastern Reclamation Scheme, of which your 
Excellency has approved, is carried ont, to form 
no insignificant portion of the improved City of 
Victoria. If we look towards the west, we find 
hundreds of commodious new buildings and 
that excellently graded Jubilee Road, which is 
how completed to Aberdeen, and which I trust 
will some day be carried round the Island. And if 
we look at the city itself, we sae handsome edifices 
springing up all around, some of the finest 
within a stone's throw of the Hall in which we 
ure now meeting, we seo electric tram-lines being 
laid from one end of the city to the other, and we 
fiad law and order, as much as it does in a Euro- 
pean city, reiguing amongat an industrious and 
prosperous community. Now, these are simple 
facts which cannot be gainsaid. The signs of 
material progress are all around us, and, 
considering the geographical position of this 
Colony and thse constant changes in its 
population, I venture to say its social and moral 
progress has been of a most hopeful character 
during the term of your Excellency'’s adminis- 
tration. But I will nct longer detain you, I 
will only, in the name of those who sigaed the 
address, wish your Excellency a hearty fare- 
well, a pleasant voyage, and happiness and 
prosperity in your future career.

I have secured, with the entjre concurrence of 
the Chinese authorities of Canton, that never 
again shall any man surrendered from under the 
folds of- the British flag be subjected to the 
harrowing tortures that are still so prevalent in 
Chinese judical proceedings. (Applause), I 
experience | difficalCies in having my views 
placed before the then Viceroy, but it is due to 
him to say that when they were presented to 
him he acquiesced with a readiness that did hin 
honour. And in considering the custom that 
seems to us so inhumanly cruel and go 
fraught with injustice, we ought not to 
forget that hardly a century has passed 


since cruelties as terrible were possible under | 


our own laws, until at length our ayes 
were opened to the injustice and uselegsness 
of the barbarous practices. (Applause). I 
wish that I could accept the assumption that 


the Improvement Trust has actually been . 


founded. ' The scheme has gone home for the 
consideration of the Secretary of State, with 
my strong advice that it shall be adopted. 
(Applause). But great as is the importance of 
the stractural improvement of Hongkong, there 
isa matter of greater and more pressing moment 
that I wish to bring forcibly before you in these 
last moments before I leave your shores, 
is the pressing necessity of utilising the British 
concession that has been granted for a railway 
from Canton to the bo-ders of our territory. 
(Applause). That concession has been granted 
t> a British syndicate, aud it is their duty to

THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
: HONGKONG. 


-In a Government Gazette Extraordinary on 
Saturday there was published a Dormant Com- 
mission, dated the 14th October. appointing “the 
Colonial Secretary for the time bein r of the 
Colony of Hongkong, or the Senior Military 
Officer for the time being in command of His 
Majesty’s regular forces in the Colony,” to 
administer the Colony. By virtue of this the 
Colonial Secretary administers the Government, 
while, should the office of Colonial Secretary be 
also vacant, or should the Colonial Secretary be 
“inoapable or-absent,” the duty of administration 
falls on the Senior Military Ufficer. 

It is further notified that HE. Sir Henry 
Arthur Blake having left the Colony, the oaths 
of office have been administered to the Hon. F. 
H. May, and that His Excellency thereupon 
assumed the administration of the Government. 

Lastly it is notified that the Hon. A. M. 
Thomson has been appointed Colonial Seoretary 
until further notice; and Capt. M. R. 
Hurly, 93rd Burma Infantry, A.D.C.-to H.E. 
the Officer Administering the Government.

Port Arthur, 8th November. 
A PEACEFUL OUTLOOK, 

Things have quieted down very much 
here, and I am glad’ to say that a peaceful 
issne of the Manchuriau complication may 
now be expected. There is not much activity 
in nayal ‘and military circles, and various 
steps that have been taken of late by the autho- 
rities seem to indicate that, in their opinion, 
peace is assured. But 1 supp2se one cannot say 
“all’s well” until the Japanese are of the same 
way of thinking. The Port Arthur paper of 
Sunday last contained the following leading 
article on this subject, As will be seen, the writer 
‘begins by expressing his surprise that Admiral 


Aloxieff has been taken for a jingo, and goes: 


on to say that he is no such thing, that he is the 
representative of tha Tsar, which is the same 
thing as saying that he is in favour of peace. 
He points out that the Viceroy igs not, any the 
more, a man of the peace-at-any-price sort. Tf 
war is necessary he will not sbrink frém it, but 
will embark on it with vigour and resolution, 
Russia is then represented as being in favour of 
the opening of Manchuria to foreign trade, so 
long as her own interests are safeguarded, and 
as not objecting in the least to Japanese emigra- 
tion to the peninsula of Corea, so long as the 
independence of Corea is not menaced, Reading 
, between the lines, and relying on other sources 
‘ of information, I believe that the’ idea is to 
interfere with J apanese operations in Cores as 
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little as possible, and to satisfy the demands of 
foreign trade in Mancharia as much as possible, 
though not, Iam afraid, to suc: an extent as 
the average foreign trader wishes. Meanwhile 
a: tight hold will be kept on Mancharia ; in fact 
I'cannot believe that the Russians will ever relax 
their grip on the three province s in the way 
some Japanese and Huglish publicists imagine. 
They believe, rightly or wrongly, that if they 
allow the practical sovereignty of Manchuria, 
which they now possess to pass out of their 
grasp, Port Arthur and Dalny will remain 
on their hands dry and withered memorials 
of blasted hopes, like trees whoss roots 
have been cut away. They believe that the 
Manchurian railway will lose half its ratson 
d@étre and more than half its prosperity. 
They believe that the restless activity, commer- 
cial and political, of the Hoglishman and the 
Japanese, combined with the astounding busi- 
negs genius of the American will make of Man- 
charia a busy hive of industry in which the 
English tongue will be the lingua franca and 
in which the infrequent Hussian trader 
will be stared at as an unknown and mys- 
ferious visitant, while the Russian troops will 
be left perched high and dry on the bleak 
rocks of Liaotang like 8. Simon on his pillar, 
with nobody caring in the least whether they 
stay there or come down, €uch is the fate with 
which the Russians believe they would be 
threatened by the flooding of Manchuria wi-h 


traders other than their own, and sooner than ~ 


submit to such a fate and be laughed at for 
centuries hence by the Chiness and the world 
generally for their enormous and unremunera- 
tiveoutlay in Manchuria, and especially at Dalny 
and Port Arthur, they would, I believe, be pre- 
pared to see extreme measures taken for their 
eviclion. 

Ineed not point out, however, thatthe Russians 
are mistaken if they imagine that any foreign 
nation wishes to see them deprived of the fruit 
of their vast labours in Manchuria or that a via 
media may not be found, There is also another 
side to the picture they draw of the irresistibl» 
Anglo-Saxon advance, and that is the irresistible 
Muscovite advance; but this side of the 
question has often been presented in your 
columns by abler pens than mine. 

THE “NOVI KRAI” ADVOCATES PEACE. 

The redoubtable Novi Krat has, then, come 
forward with the olive branch in its hand and 
asks in a gentle voice, expressive of pained 
surprise, what all that noise is about, why those 


rude, warlike clamours? That is the latest 


development. The Port Arthur journal begins 
its leading article on the Manchurian question 


with a quotation from the Chuo Shimbun to the | 


following effect: —‘ The Emperor of Russia has 
now organised in the Far East a special form

The Novi Krai continues as follows :—‘ This © 
esteemed organ of the Japanese Press is un- ° 
doubtedly right, and it is a great consolation to - 


us to be able to cite its testimony on this subject 
in view of the fact that the Japanese Press 
seems to be generally convinced that the Viceroy 
of the Far East belongs to the War party in 
Russia and that his appointment to his present 
position means the triumph of that party. This 
opinion is of course, absnrd. As the Novoe 
Vremyd recently pointed out when dealing with 
the establishment of the Vicero alty, the 
Viceroy of the Far Esst is carrying out a plan 
previously drawn up by the Russian Tsar, and 
care for the preservation of peace is the prin- 
cipal preblem of his viceroyalty. 
ALEXIEFF A FRIEND OF PEACE. 

“Tt must not be forgotten, on the other hand, 
that there cannot be the least doubt that the 
choice of his Majesty, at such a difficult moment 
in the political life of the Russian Far East,. 
has fallen on 8 man who has shown in his past 
career as a ruler of distant possessions of Russia, 
that he possesses a firm, well-defined grasp of 
the réle which Russia has to play here, and the 
ability of keeping his Majesty constantly in- 
formed of the condition of things out here, 
There is in this idea of the nature of the Viceroy- 
alty a great difference to what the Novoe Vremya 
says further, but we agree with that paperwhen it 
remarks that the important question is ‘in whose 
hands will be the immediate| control of Russia’s: 
policy on the shores of the Pacific?’ The clear 
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result of the policy —that is, of the policy oJ 
having some strong personality to whom the 
direction of Russia's policy out here can be 
entrusted—is sean in the fact that we have 
now got a permanent policy in the Far Enst. 
That, policy has also given birth to that now 
celebrated question, the evacuation of 
Manchuria ; and the Japanese are right, a thon- 
sand times right, when they recognise in Ad- 
jatant-General Alexieff a man who has a great 
influence on our policy here, not because of course 
that he belongs to the war party, but 
because that he, in virtue of the power given to 
him, knows wheu it is possible, xo long as he 
does not compromise the dignity and the pres- 
tiga of Russia and of her Imperial ruler. to 
make concessions for the sake of peace to the 
" interests of other Powers. Wa hara now

“It would be mere affectation on our part to 
deny that our relations with Japan are rather 
strained at present. They have been strained 
for some time past although there was no 
aggressive action on our side which might bs re- 
garded as haviog brought about this es'ranze- 
ment. At all events Japan pushed on the 
warlike preparations of her fleet which she sent 
to maneuvre in the Straits of Corea, and which 
was also stationed inalinefrom the island of 
Kargodo to the islands of Tsushima and 
Kiusbiu. Soldiers ware placed ou board her 
transports aud brought to Masampo. This was 
done by way of trausport exercias of course. 
The men were not landed but returned to the 
island of Tsushima. 

“ We jast mention this little fact to give the 
reader an idea of the acts which are accountable 
for the present crisis in tho Far Kast. There 
is a wide interval of course between such aots 
and an actual collision. A demonstration car- 
ried out by a fleat is a comparatively cheap per- 
formance, as Powers which possess a strong 
fleet are not averse to showing it off, especially 
if by doing so they think they can bring, pres- 
sure to bear on a neighbour. 

NO EFFECT ON RUSSIA. 

“ But this demonstration will have no effect 
on Russia, z.e. it will not make us tz0 yielding 
in our relations with the Japanese. The object 
we have in view in the Far East is the develop- 
ment and prosperity of our frontiers, and to 
abandon this objeot, that is, otherwisa speaking, 
to abandon all measures for the lawful defence 
of our intere ts we do not desire to do and we 
cannot do. Wedo not know if the Japanese 
are aware of this, but at all events the warlike 
preparations of Japan do not decrease; on the 
contrary they are being carried on with re. 
doubled energy. This is a more important fact, 
in oar opinion, than the change in the tone of 
the Japanese Press. The Press may write ina 
peaceful strain, but, meanwhile, the Japanese 
Government has given orders for all its 


military officers at present travelling or 
studying in foreign countries to return 
at once to the Fatherland. The firm 


of Krupp of Essen hag just received from 
the Japanese Government a telegram ask- 
ing them to make haste to fulfil certain orders 
previously placed with them. Coal for the use 
of the fleet is also being bought in enormous 
quantities, and a great stock has now been ac- 
cumula ed. In the Japanese arsenils work 
ceases neither day nor night. Many transport 
vessels have already been chartered and the 
Government is putting forth all its efforts to 
charter as many as_ possible. All these 
symptomg, and algo the brisk exchange of views 
between Tokyo, Washiugton, and London force 
us to be cautious, and to place little trust in 
the peaceful tone of the Japanese Press. We 
do not want, however, to ssy that the danger 
to the maintenance of peacein the Far East is 
very great. The peaceful tendency of Russia's 
policy cannot surely lead to a crisis. We only 
ask, héwecse for the exercise of caution and a 
due and critical estimate of the condition of 
affairs in the Far Hast, 

“Our negotiations with Japan still continue, 
and it is to be hoped that both parties will finally 
arrive at an understanding which vill safeguard 
the interests of Russia and assure to Japan the 
peace whioh is indispensable for her welfare.” 

THE OPENING OF MOUKDEN, 

In spite of the optimistic tone of the Russian 
Press, it seems, from the tone of that Press and 
from .what individual, Russians say on the 
subject, that, wha‘ever concessions Japan gets, 
there are two that she certainly will not get.

Then again there are all kinds of objections 
raised on the grounds of still water breeding 
mosquitoes. How this question isto bo settled 
it is hard to say. Large tracts of open space 
will be cleared for the Chinese. No doubt this 
will have a healthy effect ; it will alo be greatly 
appreciated. The rifle butte, now situated on 
the ground, are to be removed near the vicinity 
of Kowloon City. Altogether King’s Park will 
be a great boon. Surely, too, it will be an 
attraction to Hongkongites to move their 
residences over the water. It would not be safe, 
hough, to even make a wida guess _asto when 
it will be completed.

THE HONGKONG-MANILA RUN. 
—_—— > - — 

How there is room for so many steamers on 
the Hongkong-Manila rau is a matter for 
conjecture. Tue China & Manila 3.8. Rubi 
arrived from Manila on the 2fth with fwo tons 
of cargo. The Iado Uhina sa. Loongsang, a 
freighter ofno mean dimensions, arrived the sumu 
day with thirty tons only. The Chinaand Manila 
8.8, Perla arrived from Iloilo in ballast a few 
days ago. Nor, indeed, have the Rosefta Maru, 
the Itohilla Maru or China Navigation steamers 
been loaded below their Plimsoll marks. Ln fact, 
to sum up the situation in a nutshell. the 
“ferry” steamers on the Hongkong-Manila 
run practically travel one way in bailust every 
voyage. At a recent meeting of a public com- 
pany the Hon. R. Showan made a remark about 
“ our allies’ taking our trade away. Japanese 
officers, executive and engineer, are ce: ya 
cheap article. On the other hand the Rosetta 
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Maru and‘Rohilla Maru. old P. & O. steamers, 
simply “eat” coal. This expenss must certainly 
take abig slice out of their earnings. The 
China Navigation Co, Id. were the first 
{o cut passage freight down to ao reasonable 
figure. Thirty-five dollara return (first 
class), is within tho means of many a 
tripper who would othérwiee have to spend 
his holiday at home. Steamers of that 
uninn known as the U. 8, Mail lines carry (a 
Weal of freight, etc. from Manila to Hong- 
koug. This, of conrse, has mad> “a big hole” 
in the cargo supply of smaller steam=ra. Trna, 
the local steamers got pretty. well filled up ia 
Hongkong. If they could only fill ap over 


the water it would meana drop in tho freights — 


at this port. Manila sends us little or no- 
thing exceot a few cigars. The hemp 
is, for a great part, exported direct to its 
destination. The fact of Hongkong being 
one of the bases for supplying the Philippines 
with food, moreover, puts up the price of foodat 
Hongkong far beyond what one would imagine.

INSTITUTION. 


ANNUAL MBETING. 

The anual meeting of the Hongkong Nursin 
Institution was'held at the City Hallon the 20t 
inst. Dr. F. U. Stedman presided, and there were 
also present--Lady Goodman, Mrs. Siebs, Mrs. 
C. A Tomes, Mrs. C. W. Dickson, Mrs. 
H. W. Slade, Mrs. Turaer, Mrs. M. W. Slade, 
Mrs. Stedman, Mrs. Atkinson, Mrs. Bateson 
Wright, Mrs. Stephens, Mrs A: H. tiuce, Mrs.

The minutes of the last meeting were 
confirmed. 

The CHAIRMAN said—Ladies and gentlemen, 
the report of our lust year's work is before 
you, so that there is no need for me to read 
it. 
favourable as that which we were able to put 
before you last year. You will ree that 
although 
expenses we are only $140 to the good, 
Kor this thers are three chief causes 
First, our nurses have not been quite 
as much engaged as last year, and there- 
fore their earnings have been rather lexs. 
I think there were about twenty days at 
least, and as they earu about $5 u day that 
makes us abouc $.00 short on the year’s 
working. There was a great domand for 
nurses and in fact there have beep |i ues when 
we oould have employed three, psruups four 
nurses ; but, on the other hand, in a small com- 
muuity like thie, there were times when both 
the nurses were idle. They have thvir sularies 
just the same and are a heavier expense to us 
then, because we have t» pay for thvir board 
when they are not at someone's house. There- 
fore, the earniugs of the institute are less, 
Second, the nurses are receiving some Increase 
in salary each year they remain with us, and 
thirdly, owing to the lowness in exchange, it 
has cost us considerably more to psy their 
salaries, seeing that they are paid in sterliug. 
Next year the agreements of the two nurses we 
have at present terminate, and they have both 
decided to return to England, so that we have 
to face the cost of paying half their passages 
home and also the cost of two outward passages 
for two nurses to replace them, and to do this 
wo shall have to draw at any rate temporarily 
on our guarantee fuod, We had hoped that we 
should bave been able to reserve our annual 
subscriptions for this purpose, but as you have 
seen this last year we have only a surplus of 
$140. Our agreement with these two nurses 
was that, if they stayed five years, they should 
have their whoie passage money home, and if 
they remained only three years we were onl 
liable to pay half the passage money. We 
feel very strongly that the subscription should 
not be igreaned: because it isnot right to ex- 
“pect a comparatively few subscribers to keep the 
Institation going for the benefit of the Colony, 
but we do think thit many more persons ought 
to be willing to subscribe to i | since it is for the 
good of all, and any oue may at any. time be

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


THE REPORT OF QUEEN’S 
COLLEGE. 


—_————— 

The following are the chief points in the cover- 
ing letter to the Colonial ecretary of Mr. E. A. 
Irving, Hon. Secretary to the Governing 
Body of Queen’s College, and thu general recom- 
mendation at the end of the report on the 
College by the Hon. A. M. Thomson, Mr. BE. A. 
Irving, and Mr. 8. B. C. Ross :— 

It appears to the Goversing Body that the 
teaching at Queen's College should be so 
organised that a boy who has succeeded in 
reaching the upper classes ought (with reason- 
able diligence and ability) to have acquired a 
fair knowledge of Chinese, a reasonably good 
knowledge of English, as it is spoken and 
written and printed, and ought to be able with 
considerable facility to translate from one 
language to the other. These attainments will 
be to him, in after life, of much greater value 
than a saperficial knowledge of algebra and 
Euclid, for instauce, or long lists of tributary 
rivers, &o., stored away in his memory, till time 
effaces them. Knowiog Chinese and English, 
the literatures of both countries lie open before 
him if he pushes his studies, as opportanity 
offers, after he leaves the College. The Go- 
verning Body do not undervalue special 
subjects, but speak only of relative importance. 
The Governing Body can well appreciate 
the difficulty some masters, who do not 
know very much English themselves, must 
have in imparting their knowledge of that 
language to the boys in the lower part of the 
school. But speaking generally, they agree 
with the recommendations of th3 examiners. 
The question of suitable readers is a difficult 
one, and the Governing Body is of opinion that 
it might be referred to the committee now 
sitting to consider the teaching of Engiish 
among other subjects taken in connection 
with the Oxford Local Examinations, 

"GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Colloquial English.—This s!.ould be (what it 
certainly is not at present) the most important 
instrument for teaching English. From the 
outset boys should ba taugbt to talk to the 
master and to each other. That this can be 
done is beyond dispute. If it wire done, we 
should rot find that boys after 3 or 4 years’ 
education in Kuglish were unwilling to reply to 
the most simple questions. 

History and Geography.—It is highly desir- 
able that a syllabus should be carefully thought 
out aod laid down, so as to extend throughout 
the school without variation from year to year. 

Mathematics.—This is much the strongest 
subject, and we recommend that less time be 
devoted to it and more to the teaching of 
English, until the deficiencies of that subject 
are improved. 

ing.—Reading is studied in the Lower 
Classes as it were under two heads, reading 
withoat and reading with, a comprehension of 
the meaning of what is read. This system is 
quite indefensible and should be amended. 

Chinese.—The teaching of Chinese should 
be altogether reorganised. 

Organisation.—he less compet nt Chinese 
masters sould be placed under the'supervision 
of English masters. 


NOTES FROM THE BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


A specimen of Broughtonia lilacina which 
is now carrying 8 spikes. of bloom may be 
seen hanging from one of the crossbars in the 
No. 2 house. The spikes are about 18 inches 
long with several flower; at the ends. The 
plant evidently gets its name from the 
colour of the flowers, which are about 2 inches 
across. The leavés are in hairs abont 6 inches 
long and an inch broad. This orchid was 
introduced into England from Jamaica, where 
it was first discovered, growing on trees, in 
1793. {t was obtained from that island 
through the kindness of Lady Blake, to whose 
interest during the last five years the Public 
Gardens owe so many novelties. ; 

A large growing creeper, Bignonia Cham- 
berlayntt, is now in flower trained on the 
trellis at the east end of the aviary in the old 
garden, and another plant may be seen 
similarly treated on the rosebed terrace. As a 
rule this plant is a very shy bloomer, but this year

As this is the time of year when palms are 
very much in demand for decorative purposes 
perhaps it would not be out of place to mention 
one of the most useful varieties for this kind of 
work. The plant in question is Chrysalidocaryus 
tulescens, and there are fine jspecimens of it-in 
thenew gard sn in the palm plot and at Glenealy; 
There is also a good specimen near the Govern- 
ment Offices. It isa very peful palm ‘an 
forms big clumps about 15ft. high when planted 
in the ground, and plants from 8 to 10ft; high 
may be grown in pots, as may be seen from ‘the 
specimens in the No. 3 ho Up to now the 
method of propagation has depended upon 
division, but a few seeds were produced this 
year. ‘1 hese were sown about) three months ago, 
and the seedlings are now two or three inolies 
high. The species is a native of Madagasear 
and was introduced into England from that 
island in 1824.

His friend had asked . 
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to appeal from any detision to the Full Court 
whether the Crowa jwas or was not r-pre- 
seuted before the Land/Conrt. Referring to the 
statement that the solicitors for the applicants 
bad not read the affidavit which had been made 
at the {ime the order was made, his Lordship said 
it seemed to-him a |very strange thing that 
where some $188,000 were being claimed ag 
compensation by their clients they should not 
have taken the trouble to refer to what must 
have been open to them on the files of the 
Court and which was referred to in the order 
allowing leave to appeal. He thonght they 
would have listened very intently to that appli- 
cation for leave to appeal, although it was ez 
parte. if they knew it was qoming off, 
and if they had read the affidavit! they would

read it when such an enormous’ sum of 
money was jovolved. He was inclined to 
think they ought to have applied before 
and and were too late now; he thonght 
they were out of time. There had been a greit 
deal of delay in making this application. But 
he did not decide the matter on that line. What 
the Court had to decide was whether the 
decision of the Land Court was proper and 
correct or no‘.

[BY AN OCCASIONAL VISITOR.] | 


Three old veterans of the New Torritory 
foregathered the other day, and in their com- 
pany was an unsophisticated fourth who lsten- 
ed with awe to the weird tales they told about 
the early days when that delectable country 
was opened up by the British—tales cf carbine 
and slaughter, camp and battle, captares of 
banners from the enemy—told with all the 
pituresqueness and vividness of language of the 
old campaigner who relates his adventures so 
often that even he begins to believe them to be 
true, It was in a lull of the fast-flowing | 
narrative that the stranger interpolated, “ An 
now, I suppose, you three could write a book 
worth reading, about these days?” The oldest 
veteran replied. *‘ Aye,” he said, “but I’m feart 
thu hero would be * Ctaelic,,—and ‘Girl Brund’ 
the heroine!” To-day “Girl Brand” and 
‘‘ Gaelic’ are as popular as ever in the New 
Territory. 

Dwellers in that country have other charac- 
teristics beside. I remember that once in 
the course of my travels in pursuit of 
game there I saw, in the early morning, 
looming large among the paddy a_ great 
figure of a -man on _ horseback. Dickens 
tells somewhere that on one occasion in the 
London slums he met the smallest girl he ever 
saw carrying the biggest baby he ever clapped 
eyes ou, This horseman was the biggest man 
I ever saw, riding the smallest pony I ever 
chanced across. We exchanged flask-bottoma, 
and he told me he was going out to keep an 
appointment to have tiffin at one of the Customs 
stations only about 30 imiles away. Over 


there they lose all perception as to dis- 
tance, A man will tell you in utmost 
innocsnce that the place to which you 


want to go is only, say, three hours away. 
“Three hours away” means anything in Ire- 
land when applied to distance (the Irish not 
being so particular as the ancient Israelites 
who correctly computed lineal measurement by 
the day’s journey), but once start on the three- 
hour's journey of the New Territory man and 
you find the Irish mile dwindles into insignific- 
ance. 

I was one of a party who recently tramped 
across the peninsula from Shamohua River on 
tbe Deep Bay side to Taipo on the East side. 
As the crow flies the distance is only some eight 
miles; following the rugged path the travoller 
covers more than ten. And so ragged is the 
road, so full of obstacles, pitfalls and morasses 
that to traverse it requires as much physical 
exertion astwelva miles on a level thoroughfare. 
We had asa guide a long-legged New Terri-. 
torian who took us along at such a rate of speed 
that we hardly had tiwe to observe the singular 
beauty of the country. On the journey frum 
Samchun to Taipo one pass?s across two broad 
valleys with agentle, wooded upland between and 
a grizaled mountain range dividing them from 
‘To.o Harbour, a whose head sits Taipo. At 
some places in the twin valleys the paddy was 
still green, in others golden; but the larger area 
of the plain was shorn of its orop, which stood 
in sheaves upon the stubble or =e in grain upon 
the threshiog floors scattered through the 
fields. The. rake women, in their curious 
headgear, turned to gase stolidly at our swiftly 
moving party—asatolidly almost as the water- 
buffaloes that raised their heads from pastar- 
ing and followed us with their eyes in 
mute astonishment. It is a primitive method 
of threshing the Chinese follow. There 
is a wide basket upon the edge of which the 
sheaf is beaten and into which falls the 


grain;

MISCELLANEOUS IMPORT. 

Messrs. Noel, Murray and Company of Shanghai, 
in their trade report dated 19th November, state :— 
With the exception of an upward movement 
in exchange, more sudden if possible than the 
previous decline, nothing of a startling nature has 
arisen to derange our market during the interval. 
There are no fresh rumours of the peaceful settle- 
ment, or otherwise, of the question that have 
disturbed the political atmosphere out here for so 
long, unless the apparently accidental discovery 
that the Chinese Army is scarcely in a state to 
take the field against a foreign fue is news to any 
cme outside of the country itself! The next call 
in the game certainly seems to be up to the 
United States, and the other players are waiting 
to see if she will make Russia show her hand, 
or altogether repudifte tho cone¢essions she 
stipulated for in the Treaty just ratified. The 
further developments are anxiously waited for hy 
all spectaters of this great game of bluff. Tho 
improvement in exchange was sufficient to enable 
a fair amount vf business to go through, chiefly 
in American shectings, both for immediate deli- 
very and forward a couple of monthsior so. With 
the exception of indents for quite je respectable 
quantity of Dyed Cotton makes, however, English 
goods have not. participated in the demand to 
any extent. The freer arrivals of Cotton in 
Manchester seems to have had a stimiulating effect 
on manufacturers who appear more willing tu 
meet the requirements of the trade, though the 
question of delivery as early as ‘is wanted is 
somewhat of a stumbling block. The dealers are 
undoubtedly anxious to have the goods, but 
the relatively unfavorable rates of forward 
exchange makes them hesitate. Advices from 
Newchwang have been so much more satisfactory 
to the native mind, that quite an. unlookedfor 
spurt set in during the interval to buy goods 
for the last steamers which left yesterday 
morning ; but so great seems to havd heen the en- 
quiry for space, we understand an extra boat is 
clearing to-day. The goods taken are chiefly 
American makes, bought from stock in first hands, 
and the prices paid, though naturally below tho 
replacing cost, leave satisfactory results. The 
slight revival in this trade has had a decidedly 
cheering effect on the dealers, as it seems to have 
heen entirely unexpected. Private letters from 
the Port state that it is practically in the posses- 
sion of the Russians, but at the some time the 
British, Americans and Germans have each a Gun- 
boat docked there for the winter to protect the in- 
terests of their nationals. From Tientsin there is 
no encouragement, the state of the market being 
about as had as it can be, and there seems to be an 
utter want of confidence. Ningpois more satis- 
factory and a special demand for 8.4 lbs. Shirtings 
has set in. Hankow is short of cargo and wants 
to buy, but the merchants there appear to havo 
had a good shaking up and are afraid to pay 
the prices ruling here. The mid-week quota- 
tion for Cotton in Liverpool came 5.98d., a 
decline of 16 points on the previous tele- 
gram, which was 6.14d. This is evidently only 
a temporary movement induced by the freer ar- 
rivals, and we understand that futures are much 
higher. Anyhow the temporary relief seems to 
have had the result mentioned. above. The 
export for the first half of the month was 6,000,000 
yards of Plain Cotfon to Shanghai and Hongkong. 
From the States advices continue very strong and 
scarcely any buying is possible, though it is 
reported some one with great temerity has booked 
600 bales Pepperell Drills at 10s. 10d. The rapid 
increase of production in the Sauthern States, 
especially during the last four years, is shown to 
be as follows, in an interesting article in Cotton, 
the official journal of the Manchester Cotton 
Association, hy the record of spindles since 1860 :—
